1.2.  (SBU)  USOP  concurs  with  ISN/ECC's  selection  and  assignment 
of  Robert  Burright  to  the  position  of  Export  Control  and 
Related  Border  Security  (EXBS)  program  advisor  in  Kosovo. 

USOP  also  concurs  with  the  plan  to  hire  Burright  as  a 
personal  services  contractor  on  a temporary/intermittent 
basis  for  four  30-day  TDYs  per  year,  the  first  one  commencing 
on  or  about  August  5,  2007. 

13.  (SBU)  Prior  to  Mr.  Burright 's  appointment,  ISN/ECC  should 
work  with  USOP  Management  Officer  Bob  Ruehle  to  resolve  all 
housing,  personnel  and  ICASS  services  questions  raised  by 
referenced  e-mail.
